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DRAWING OBJECTION 

The drawings are objected to because reference number 49 in Figure 5 and in Figure 7 
points to two different elements. Further, no lead line has been provided for reference number 
53 in Figure 7. Additionally, the construction of the curved stop groove 75 within the hollow 
cylindrical member, as shown in Figure 6, is unclear. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing 
on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure 
or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended. " If a drawing 
figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the 
brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement 
sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as 
not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the 
next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 


SPECIFICATION OBJECTION 

The specification if objected to for failure to properly label the rack guide (49), the tube 
receiving grooves (49) and the carriage shaft bearings (53) on page 7 of the specification. 
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Applicants are required to review the specification and correct the inconsistencies in response to 
this Office Action. 

REJECTION OF CLAIMS ON FORMAL MATTERS 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner 
and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The clarity of the specification is in question because of the construction of 
the "hollow" cylindrical ring 71 having a "curved stop groove 75 that cooperates with a stop rod 
76. Since the drawings do not clearly show the curved stop groove within the hollow cylindrical 
ring and the cooperable nature of the stop rod therewith, the claimed "first configuration" and 
"second configuration" are based upon an insufficient disclosure.
